the Sacrament of Penance, and the observance of prescribed days of 
Fasting and Abstinence. 
4. They shall sign the Form of Declaration to undertake the Rules. 


Rules 

1. Members shall say the Angelus three times a day, or one Decade of 
the Rosary; and the Divine Praises as an act of Reparation on all Feasts 
of Our Lady. 
2. Members shall say an Our Father and Hail Mary daily for S. Clem- 
ent’s Church, the Priests and the Sisters. 
3. Members shall observe the Feasts of Our Lady by being present at 
Mass, and shall if possible receive the Blessed Sacrament on the occasions 
of Corporate Communion. 
4. Members shall attend the monthly meetings of the Guild. 
5. Members shall regard it as a duty to assist if possible at the Requiem 
for a Departed Member. 

Recommendations 
1. To say the Complete Rosary each week with the Intention of the 
Objects of the Guild. 
2. To choose one of the Saintly Virtues for imitation. 
3. To make a Visit to Our Lady’s Shrine after Mass and Vespers. 
4. To make Confession and Communion in honour of Our Lady on her 
principal Feasts.
